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Reasons For Allowance 

* Claims 26-35 are withdrawn from consideration. Claims 1-25 are elected and thus 
remain pending. 

1. Claims 1-25 are allowable over the prior art. 

1.1 The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter: the prior art is exemplified by Rupp (USPN 5784636). 

Rupp discloses reconfigurable processor architecture/programmable logic structure via 
an Adaptive Logic Processor comprising: execution logic, library of circuit descriptions 
(configurations) and controller wherein said reconfigurable processor architecture is adapted to 
effect data processing along with data protection using plural coding schemes such as variable 
length coding, run length coding for data protection, e.g., in Figs. 1,3. 

However, Rupp does not teach or suggest the combination of claim elements including 
the programmable butterfly/non-programmable butterfly units, data path elements, look-up 
table/reorder memory for the specific bit manipulation node described therein.
